POISON CONTROL CENTER PRESENTED 
TO SIERRA VIEW HOSPITAL; ANTIDOTES 
INCLUDED FOR 16,000 TYPES OF PRODUCT 


PORTERVILLE, Dec. 10 — A 
poison control center carrying an- 
tidotes for, and information on, 
some 16,000 types of poisoning 
that might result from misuse of 
commercial drug products was this 
week presented to the Sierra View 
district hospital by Zoe Claubes, of 
Claubes Pharmacy. 

Included in the cabinet is a book 
that lists every known pill, pow- 
der, crude drug, and commercial 
preparation; even such things as 
cosmetics, patent medicines, and 
hair tonics, with their toxicity if 
used in the wrong manner, or if 
taken orally by mistake, with rem- 
edy listed for the poisoning, plus 
the necessary antidote to counter- 
act the poisoning. \ 

The cabinet is for the use of 
doctors, and provides a quick 
source of information, with a sup- 
ply of the necessary antidote for 
use in an emergency. 

Listed are liquids so potent that 


seven drops are fatal, down to oth- 


ers that would reqiure a consump- 
tion of a quart to’ produce serious 
poisoning effects. 

Advice to the public is that if 


a child or an adult takes any drug 
or commercial preparation by mis- 
take, the family doctor should be 
immediately contacted. If the doc- 
tor is not available, then a doctor

Q. “Can you inherit syphilis?” 
—No name. 

A. No: While instances. of con- 
genital syphilis occur, “congeni- 
tal” means that a condition is 
present at birth but not neces- 
sarily inherited. What usually 
happens in syphilis is that the 
baby becomes infected from the 
mother before birth. “Prenatal” 
syphilis might, be a better term 
since it indicates without ques- 
tion that infection takes place, 
some time before birth. 

Q. “Should a person with glau- 
coma give up coffee?” —H.S. 
A. People who are under treat- 
ment for glaucoma should follow 
instructions of the attending phy- 
sician. The doctor may or may 
not advise against coffee. An 
Iowa City physician lets his pa- 
tients drink coffee, provided the 
total amount of fluid consumed 
isn’t excessive. One strong cup 
of coffee, he says, is more per- 
missible than several cups. of 
weak coffee.

A subcommittee of the Assembly 
interim committee on finance and 
insurance has just started an in- 
tensive investigation of one aspect 
of the matter, that having to do 
with so-called ‘warranties’ on 
used cars. A warranty is a con- 
tract under which an outside firm 
assumes the liability of a dealer 
for the replacement or repair of 
defective parts within a specified 
period of time. In effect, the war- 
ranty firm, for a fee, agrees to 
give the same parts guarantee that 
a manufacturer usually gives on a 
new article. 

Though this investigation starts 
with used car warranties, it may 
not be limited to them. In our 
last session a bill was introduced 
which would have required anyone 
engaging in the business of issu- 
ing warranty contracts on all 
kinds. of mechanical or electrical 
household appliances, as well as on 
motor vehicles, new and used, to 
obtain a permit for such business 
from the state insurance commis- 
sioner. This bill is the basis of the 
present study. 

At its first hearing, the sub- 
committee was -informed by a 
spokesman for the insurance com- 
missioner that the problem of used 
car warrantees is a very serious 
one. More than 180 complaints. of 
failure to carry out the contract 
have been filed with the commis- 
sioner’s office. It is believed that 
thousands of other car owners 
with justifiable complaints have 
failed to file them. 

The subcommittee was told that 
out of twenty-one companies 
which sold used car warranties

The insurance com- 
missioner secured an opinion from 
the attorney-general to the effect 
that he has authority over the 
field, but a court suit is now hold- 
ing up any enforcement. 

The committee was advised by 
the commissioner’s office that leg- 
islation is probably necessary to 
settle tha issue of state supervi- 
sion finally. However, it is be- 
lieved that the desired end can be 
achieved by adding used car war- 
ranties to the list of kinds of in- 
surance defined in the insurance 
code. This would make them sub- 
ject to all applicable rules and 
regulations of the insurance com- 
missioner. 

Representatives of various war- 
ranty companies present at the 
hearing appeared generally, though 
not unanimously, in favor of state 
supervision.

What percent 
of the total catch for the month 
this 391 represents is anybody’s 
guess but the registration was for 
prizes, the idea being to encour- 
age the fishermen to make an ac- 
counting. 

November was not the peak of 
the striper fishing success at Mil- 
erton either and furthermore this 
species is still being caught in the 
big fresh water lake. This is the 
first year that any stripers have 
been caught from Millerton other 
than a few strays.

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er was 31 inchés long. 

This sample measuring of the 
catch is proof that there will be 
an exceptionally good return of 
the 54,000 fingerlings planted in 
1956 and 1957. In addition, there 
has been a natural reproduction of 
striped bass in Millerton lake as 
shown by the large number of six 
to seven inch fish that have been 
caught and released. Fisheries 
biologists have caught a few of 
these small stripers and examined 
their scales to prove the reproduc- 
tion which by theory at least 
should never have happened in 
such a place. Striper eggs float 
too so reservoir fluctuation does 
no harm. 

To add another happy fact, the 
threadfin shad that were planted 
in Millerton as forage fish have 
reproduced so indications are that 
the striper will put on. quick 
weight and size. : 

What did the project cost?

A few others are having very good 
luck, also for black bass by drift- 
ing with a minnow along the shore 
just above Winchell Cove. Earlier 
— Feeney This year one Fresno angler caught 
Se ee eee e Neriberd by casting a popper lure 
into the flowing water of the San 
Joaquin river where it comes into 
the lake, take your choice. 

The few big stripers that are 
caught from Millerton occasion- 
ally are no doubt from a small 
plant in 1955 of about 48 of va- 
rious size salvaged from receding 
west side canal water.

TO CLARIFY a bit further, 
fire insurance rates that are paid 
in the city of Porterville are de- 
termined by a classification set up 
by the board of fire underwrit- 
ers. In the board classification 
are nine categories, each progres- 
sively better category bringing a 
cheaper fire insurance rate. 

THE BOARD of underwriters 
works in this manner: Initially, 
a deficit point rating is set up, 
with a starting deficit of 5,000 
points. The underwriters look at 
several things as they determine a 
city rating: Water supply, includ- 
ing volume, control and availabil- 
ity at specific points; fire depart- 
ment equipment efficiency; fire 
alarm system; (the system that is 
being replaced in Porterville is ob- 
solete), police efficiency; building 
codes; fire prevention policies; 
structural conditions; divergency, 
which concerns the relation be- 
tween fire department efficiency 
and ability to get water where 
and when needed; and climatic 
conditions. There is nothing that 
can be done about this latter item. 

BUT SOMETHING can be done 
about all the others, and long-term 
policy of the city, and of Fire 
Chief Ross Gardner, is to continu- 
ally improve, thereby eliminating 
deficiency points, and, in turn 
raising the board of underwriter 
rating for Porterville, with result- 
ant lower fire insurance rates, 

FIRST STEP in the new fire 
alarm system is to complete instal- 
lation along Main street, from 
there it will be expanded through 
the area ‘between the two rail- 
roads, then, on out through the 
city.

(B) — will be set for each farm, 
the chairman explained. If mar- 
keting quotas are approved by at 
least two-thirds of the growers 
voting in the referendum, then 
each farm operator may elect a 
choice as to which allotment he 
wishes to comply with in growing 
his 1960 upland cotton crop. o 

Choice (A) will be the “regu- 
lar’ farm allotment, and price 
support at not less than 75 percent 
of parity available on the cotton 
grown in compliance with it. 
Choice (B) will be a 40-percent- 
larger farm allotment. and price 
support at not less than 60 per- 
cent of parity available on the 
eligible cotton. 
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NO HUNTING 


If marketing quotas are not ap- 
proved by the necessary majority, 
then only the ‘‘regular” allotments 
will be in effect, and price support 
on cotton grown in compliance 
with the allotments will be avail- 
able at 50 percent of parity. 

Mr. Slaughter pointed out that 
the 1960 county allotment, repre- 
senting the county’s share of the 
state allotment, less any acreage 
reserved for new cotton farms, is 
divided among farms on which 
cotton was planted or “regarded 
as planted” in 1957, 1958, or 1959. 
An allotment may be “regarded as 
planted” if it was “reserved”? un- 
der the Soil Bank Conservation 
Reserve program or if it was oth- 
erwise preserved under some legal 
provision. The minimum farm al- 
lotment for ‘‘old’’ cotton farms is 
the smaller of 10 acres or the 
farm’s allotment for 1958.
